The HRenedicts wore the most excos-
mively married ball club in the big league,
or, for the matter of that, In any pro-
fennional league whatsoever, and they
glorified In the distinction

agors scoffed and clreulated penndalous
atories to the effect that the Denedigts
took their knitting along when they went
on the road, and darned socks In tholr
private Pullman car of an evening In-
stend of playving poker, like any well-
regulnted eclub, Now, us a mattor of fact,
therae were some morks darned In that
Pullman; but the darning was done by
the wives of the players, and wis there-
fore nobody's business, Bachelor leams
often anld that the Benodicts carrled
more womenfolks than a comic opera
troupe, which was not true; but, even so,
the petticoat roster was strong encugh
to atiract a great deal of attention when
the Benedicts arrived in town.

stived with becoming pride. Dad was

This flaw did not
kKeep Dad from hammering the ball for
B’ grand avernge of 312 in elght seasons,
quite fair for the father of three coming
leaguers

Archie Howinnd, the handsome centre
fielder, o popular with the feminine fans,
hnd o red-hended wife and two beautiful
little girle. Archie carried their photuy-
grapha in a morogce leather pocket case,
and had a habit of passing it to chance
nequanintances with the remark that he
Buesned there wasn't & great deal of class
to those children. Yes; they wers per-
foctly miserable. Wouldn't do at nll. Al
they needed was a little good looks, ete.,

Four members of the pitehing staff were
marriod men. Matrimony in the Bene-
diet camp amounted to an epldemie, &
habit, a specialty. Ball teams have Epas=
clalties. The Ponlew, for instance, were
widely but not favorably famed for wal-
loplng umpires and finlshing in seventh
plnce.

After nll, a specinity Ia usunlly a mat-
ter of taste or environment A young-
Mter, Joining the Benedicls and Anding
himeelf a lonely atom entirely surroundad
by happy married men, soon came to be-
Ueve that maetrimony was not such an
awful thing, after all, Ones In that
frame of mind, the rest was enry, alwaya
Wik eany, and alwnys will be easy,

It wus not only matrimonially that the
Henedlets graded high as an organiza-
tlon. The sporting writers of thelr home
town were prone to state that the Bene-
dicta had “‘clase’  They could do more
than play baseball. They were nearly
all men who had been picked by Mues
Henshuw to Ml certaln placen, and they
were trained under that master mind
until they worked together In 4 manner
beautiful to watch and very hard to
beat. With their pitching staff In good
form, It took & pennant-winning aggreo-
gation to beat them to the head of the
column.

As individuals, they were noted for in-
telligence, goneral good oconduct and
widely awvorted talents, During the win-
ter months several of them filled vaude-
ville engugements, winning credit as well
s coln. At loast four of them oould
write initinls ufter their names as well
as before, If they aaw fAt, which they did
nol.
